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Philippines Delay 
Baguio Conference Set 


Production difficulties delayed 
the appearance of the set of 
stamps to have been issued by 
the Philippines on May 26 to com- 
memorate the Baguio Conference 
of 1950 

According to an official bulletin 
from the Philippine Bureau of 
Posts release of the issue will take 
place near the end of August. 

Reason given for the delay was 
that it was not possible to produce 
a quality job in the short time re- 
maining before the conference 
convened. 

Printing has been placed in the 
hands of the American Bank Note 
Co. of New York who are expect- 
ed to have the stamps printed and 
back in the Philippines by mid- 
August. 

Collectors who had ordered the 
stamps and first day covers will 
have their requests serviced in 
full at the later date. The Bur- 
eau of Posts asks that inquiries 
about this issue not be sent in 
view of the information above. 

As conceived the set was to 
have contained a 2c vellow green, 
a 6c rose carmine and an 18c 
blue. The design had a_ back- 
ground map in which the nations 
participating in the conference 
were shown and on which was 
superimposed a dove with a seven 
leafed olive branch in its beak. 

Meeting in the Baguio Confer- 
ence were the nations of south- 
eastern Asia to discuss various 
political and economic matters. 
Baguio, the city in which the meet 


was held, is the summer capital 
of the Philippines. _ 
Philatelic recognition of the 


Conference was made with a spec- 
ial cachet and canccllation applied 
to the prepared covers ot collec- 
tors.

Reader's Digest On Washington Paperland 


Anyone who can read has a great respect for the Reader’s Digest 
and all of us who do read that splendid publication doubtless be- 
lieve that most of what it prints can be accepted facts. | 
Our past discussions about Post Office Deficits again comes to 

mee uous mind as we note some three short items in 
this August issues. 

We will quote these and comment in 
order. The first is credited to Cedric 
Adams in the Minneapolis Star and says... 
“Rail freight shipments in and out of 
Washington were checked recently. The 
biggest export item was baled waste paper. 
The largest inbound item was stationery.” 
That means paper. 

It is generally known that Washington 
is not a manufacturing city, thus the 
wastepaper item. This comes chiefly from 
t the Government printing office, the Bur- 

eau of Engraving and Printing where our 
stamps and currency are made and last 
but not least from the hundreds of Gov- 
ernment office and Agency wastepaper 
baskets that are throughout Washington. 

There is of course nothing in the item 
: that insinuates waste, but anyone familiar

; the waste is terrific and that hundreds o 

GEO. W. LINN thousands of pounds of paper could be 

apres annually in Washington with no loss of efficiency or service. 
his saving could go into the stamp department as well. 

Another item, an Editorial in the Oakland Tribune, presumably 
Oakland, Calif. reads as follows...“The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee has discovered that the Internal Revenue Bureau in 1946 
printed 500 million tax forms and 115 million instruction sheets to 
supply 47 million taxpayers. The bureau had so many left it had 
to lease a building in which to store them—forms for which there 
was and could be no use.” 

_ No wonder our Taxes are so high. Any such management in 

private business would undoubtedly have called for the immediate 
discharge of the man who ordered this job. 
: Then here is another one taken direct from a transcript of hear- 
ings on Independent Office Bill, 1951. This is a daisy and shows 
that waste must pay off big if orders are given to the right salesman, 
leastwise we can think of no other reason for such purchasing. 

Here it is...‘“‘When Jess Larson, Administrator of General Serv- 
ices, appeared before the House Appropriations Committee, he was 
questioned about alleged excessive inventories in some of the de- 
re ee In reporting on ‘Agency A,’ he gave this 

ill of particulars. ‘We found that they had a supply of flourescent 

light tubes that would last 93 years. We found that they had 
packages of ruled paper that would last them 168 years, at the cur- 
rent rate of use. We found that they had a supply of tracing cloth 
that would last them nine years, and loose leaf binders enough to 
last them for 247 years.” 

Loose leaf binders enough for 247 years. My what a supply for 
stamp albums if we could only get hold of them. Why not have an 
act of Congress to give one free with each sheet of stamps purchased. 
The supply on hand will rot and decay before they can ever be used 
up and they would make a million or more stamp collectors happy 
if they could just have one of the binders. 

Such is Government management. Such figures are appalling 
yet we have no man in Government who is big enough to stop 
such waste. What we need most in Washington is a sound and 
solid first class honest businessman to manage this country. It is a 
known fact that waste is one of our greatest faults. It is prevalent 
in our homes and all our governmental agencies. If we could 
eliminate waste entirely all along the line it would be the greatest 
thing that could be done to balance our budget. Waste is like a 
cancer that is eating at the body of our nation yet there is no con- 
certed movement to eliminate it as there is with cancer in our bodies. 
. If we could have one outstanding organization with headquarters 
in Washington and with branches through the Chambers of Com- 
merce all over the country to fight and eliminate waste it would 
pay big dividends to our nation. 


I's War Covers Again 


Officially, this government is still in World War II for that 
chapter has never been closed. Perhaps the cold war that has been 
worse in Germany in the Berlin area this had something to do with 
leaving that chapter open. The average citizen however has con- 
sidered the second World War over for some time and looks upon 
the present Korean situation as another war. We all live and hope 
that it will not break out into a world conflict, 

However, localized as it is we see the effects of it in our hobby. 
Censored covers will come from Japan and the Far East. Already 
we have evidence of the war in Korea when printed matter mailed 
to addresses in the army or navy through San Francisco comes 
back marked, “Dispatch Prohibited By Order No. 19687.” This makes 
the envelope thus marked a war cover of this present war and col- 
lectors who keep their eyes open may find other markings that are 
a result of this conflict. 

It is certain that there will be a revival of interest in the covers 
of the past two world wars. Patriotic covers will again appear. Will 
we again have the Micro Film air mail service and the familiar air 
letter sheets of the last war?

Gradually seals or coats of arms 


became symbolic of family tra- 
dition, lineage and dignity. As 


rulers adopted coats of arms for 
their realms they played a part in 
conquests. A soverign who wished 
to assert his claim to a kingdom 
or who overcame’ a kingdom plac- 
ed its insignia on his shield which 
resulted from territorial unions 
and inter-marriage between fam- 
ilies of Lords. In some instances 


when a family lacked a male heir | 


he family coat of arms were deed- 
ed or willed. 

For explanation purposes we 
may best group the arms or seals 
as follows— 

Arms of Dominions—In_ this 
group would fall the coats of 
arms of nations and their colon- 


ies. Greece A83 is a good example } 


for it features the arms of Greece, 
Roumania, Jugoslavia, and Tur- 
key. 

Arms of Communities — This 
group would include colonies, cit- 
provinces, states, 
ete. Examples are Greece A85, 
France A123, Al24, A125, A130, 
and many of the early Switzer- 
land semi-postals.

Personal Arms—This group has 
family arms and very few appear 


on stamps. An example is Para- | 
guay A53 which pictures the arms | 


of Juan de Salazar de Espinosa, 
the founder of Asuncion. 

Arms of Office—Elected offic- 
ials as well as chureh dignitaries 
had arms mainly used on their 
correspondence as an insignia of 
office. Paraguay A116 furnishes 
us an example as it features the 
Coat of Arms of the Archbishop 
ric. 

Business houses, colleges, and 
institutions also were known to 
have coats of arms. Most of these 
arms were adopted in honor 
the founder or a 
member of the body. 

The designs also are of interest 
and a student could find research 
of the various arms pictured on 
stamps of interest. Basically they
